At the bare mention of stockyards 


and packing houses the ever ready 
mental apparatus hastens to surest 
Chicago. Although the assembling 'if 
the raw material and its subsequent 
conversion into food products are cur- 
ried on extensively in ni;iny other lo- 
calities, Chicago is the center of the; 
meal producing activity of the enumry, 
and its Union .stockyard;? arc .still enti- 
tled to a prominent placn on a revised 
list of the seven wonders of the modern 
world. 


The designation "gtoclcynrds" 
con- 


veys little idea of what this enormous 
aggregation of structures devoted u> 
the preparation of the moat supply ac- 
tually means. The district includes im- 
mense packing houses, an exchange 
building, bunks, two daily newspapers 
devoted wholly to the interests of the 
yards, the business oflices of hundreds 
of firms, a horse exchange and a hun- 
dred, and 
one other 
interdependent 


businesses.

Fpace 
within the stock yards proper 


covers more than 400 acres. 
Of this 


200 acres are reserved for yardage 
alone.
